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Pkture Should 
Harmonize 
With Frame 


By MARGERY MCELHENY 
CHICAGO (UPI) - A picture 
frame serves as a support for 
the picture and also as the con­ 
necting link between the picture 
and the wall. 
The picture is the center of 
attention, so the frame should 
never be so heavy or dramatic 
that it overpowers the picture 
The frame should focus atten­ 
tion on the picUre and draw the 
eye to the center of interest in 
the picture. It should harmonize 
in color and weight with the 
subject matter and strengthen 
the composition it frames, nev­ 
er dominate it. 
The frame should surround, 
but not halt, the movement of 
color and line in the picture 
When necessary, it s h o u l d 
create an illusion of depth, size 
or added perspective to die pic­ 
ture. 
Traditional 
picture 
frames 
are highly carved or composi­ 
tion copies of “period'* frames. 
They' are elaborate and orna­ 
mental styles usually finished in 
metal or gold leaf. In more 
formal styles, the frames may 
be finished in rich mahogany or 
walnut 
Provincial styles rely on the 
effect of grain and coloring of 
natural wood for their charm g 
and warmth. Maple, oak or « 
chestnut are used primarily in £ 
raw, waxed, lightly stained, or 
antiqued finish 
Contemporary frames usually 
are finished in solid tones or 
with a patterned Finishing ma­ 
terial. 
The selection of a frame de­ 
pends on the style of the pic­ 
ture A traditional frame, for 
I example, blends well with a 
painting of rich coloring and 
formal subject matter such as 
the “‘old masters,*’ 
>. 
Provincial style frames are 2 
best with fruit and floral prints, < 
still lifes and primitives. Mod- w 
em frames set off 20th century 2 
French and American art wit' 
their large bold color areas and ^ 
dynamic forms. 
Oil paintings and reproduc­ 
tions should be framed “close" 
alter 
the 
print 
has 
b e e n 
mounted. This means that the 
edge of the frame should be 
brought directly to the edge of 
the picture as opposed to sepa­ 
rating the picture a n d the 
frame by use of a mat and 
glass. 
The frame should be wide 
enough to balance the picture 
effectively. An 8 x 18 inch pie- 5 
lure. 
for 
example, 
requires g 
a frame at least one inch w id e .1* 
Detailed paintings, or those 
with m a n y separate brush 
strokes will look best in frames 
which are finished in subdued 
j colors or which carry very fine 
ornamentation. Paintings with 
large, quiet surfaces can use a 
carved frame or one with orna­ 
mental or textural effects.
